9 Nothing of any importance came to 
light in the Cook case at Coroner 
Coleman’s inquest 
today, and 
this 
evening the inquest was adjourned in* 
definitey in order that Deputy Prose­ 
cutor Kiplinger might have time to 
prepare his case. 
There are several 
things in tho case over which the coro­ 
ner has no jurisditcion, and 
these 
will be separated from the mass of 
evidence now before the coroner, in 
orderjthat he may carefully weigh it 
and render his verdict. 
Just when the 
verdict will be rendered,Coroner Cole­ 
man is unable to say, but it is very 
probable that it will be several days. 
At the inquest today several w it­ 
nesses, among whom were Isaac Bow- 
en, Mr. and Mrs. John MoFeeley, the 
latter being a cousin of Cook, and Ed. 
Walters were'examined today. 
Others 
from 
Glenwood 
and the 
Bankert 
neighborhood testified that they knew 
little regarding the case, or of those 
involved in it. 
A report spread "about the city this 
morning that Mr. Bankert, husband 
of the woman who confessed to the 
shooting, had been arrested last night 
as an accomplice, but it proved to be 
false. 
♦ 
Every effort is now being mr.de by 
the prosecution to unearth evidence 
that will substantiate the charges of 
intimacy that existed between Mrs. 
Anna Bankert and Cook prior to last 
Saturday. 
On the other side of the 
case the defense, it is said, has men at 
work and is « ¡» ending money investi­ 
gating Cook’s ¡»asfc life. 
In every part 
of the State in which he is known to 
have lived, evidence is being collected 
which will tend to prove him a man 
of reckless disposition and had reputa­ 
tion. 
Indications a re that the legal 
battles of the case will be fought over 
the question of the characters of the 
two | principals, Mrs. Bankert 
and 
Cook. 
An attempt will be made to show, it 
is said that Cook lied when he told 
persons 
of unlawful relations with 
Mrs. Bankert. 
Evidence will lie in 
trodueed showing that in Franklin, 
Henry and Fayette counties, in which 
Cook lived at times, tie told similar 
stories linking his 
o vm i name with 
those of highly re*|n'e table women in 
the 
communities. 
From 
Franklin 
county comes a report that Cook was 
sent to the penitentiary from that 
county, serving two years, and that tie 
had beeu indicted several times on 
petty charges. 
Witnesses front Fay­ 
ette and Henry counties will testify 
that Ids 
repuation was had. 
There 
is a strong probability that hisfo r r 
wife, who now lives in New Castle, 
will be examined as to the knowledge 
of his past life. 
If evidence to substantiate all this 
can be obtained, the defense 
will 
build up a case around the point that 
Mrs. Bankert was a woman ot good 
char&i ter and that she was justified in 
killing a man who had connected her 
name with his own in deep scandal. 
Iu addition to this the contention will 
be made that she was not aware of 
Cook's presence in the house, that 
lie was an intruder and that she was 
as much justified in killing him as she 
wouuld have been in killing a burglar. 
The 
prosecution. 
realizing 
the 
strength of the defense's position, is 
leaving no stone unturned to invetsi- 
gato the stories connecting Mrs. Ban- 
kert's name with scandal in Morris­ 
town and Glenwood, the former homes 
of tiie Bankerts. 
Not only is Mrs. 
Bankert’s life being laid ban' by the 
investigators, but Prosecutor Kipling- 
er is also known to have turned his 
investigation upon Sylvester Bankert, 
the husband. 
The prosecution, while not talking 
much, is convinced, it is understood, 
that sufficient evidence will t>e un ­ 
earthed to prove the charge of in ti­ 
macy between Cook ami Mrs. Bankert. 
Yesterday by chance, it leaked out 


that four letters ear in the possession 
of the prosecution which will be dam­ 
aging evidence against Mrs. Bankert. 
the letters are said to have been found 
among Cook's effects at the Maffett 
home. 
They were first turned over 
to Sheriff Bainbridge and later to 
Prosecutor Kiplinger. 
| Several ¡» eraons have read these let­ 
ters and they say they were w-ritten I 
by Mrs. Bankert to Cook. 
They are 
Slid to give a clear [insight into tiie 
relations between the two. 
In addi­ 
tion to these letters there is proof for 
the coming, it is said, that Mrs. Bank* 
ert sent a money order for |10 to Cook 
while he was at Connersville several 
months ago.

The prosecution is particularly in 
teres ted in clearing up the mystery 
that surrounds tiie razor cut found on 
the back 
of 
Cook’s 
neck 
which 
was 
cut 
to the bone, the 
gash 
extending from ear to ear. 
Tiie razor 
was fonnrt on the floor in the south 
bed room, along side the pallet that 
Cook had made on the floor. 
It was 
oi>en and smeared with blood. 
Mrs. 
Bankert declared Cook had fallen on 
it and cut himself. 
Cook was lying in 
the north bed room 
The physicians who attended Cook 
tliink that had he been cut with the 
razor in tiie soutii bed room of the 
house there would have been a large 
amount of blood on the floor How­ 
ever, there are only four blood sjiots 
in tiie soutii bed room, all of them 
small ones, such as might have result­ 
ed from the oozing of blood from 
pint o' wounds. 
In the north bed room 
there is one large blood spot, circular 
in shape, with a diameter of more 
than throe feet. 
The blood is thick 
and clotted in places and, the indica­ 
tion is that there was a large loss of 
blood. 
The prosecution is firmly convinced 
that Cook’s neck was slashed with a 
razor in tiie nortli room. 
The theory 
advanced is that after he had been 
shot in tiie soutii room he was carried 
across the hall and laid on the floor 
and therejthe razor was brought into 
play.

Portsm outh, N. H., Aug. 18.—The 
crisis in the peace conference has 
been reached and pessim ism is again 
the note. 
But the darkest hour is Just 
before the dawn, and there is still 
hope. 
Predictions of a final rupture 
today certainly will not be justified 
unless 
Baron 
Kom ura 
figuratively 
picks up his hat and announces that 
it is useless to proceed further. 
Mr. 
W itte at least will not be precipitate. 
At today’s session after A rticle 11 
(the lim itation of R ussia’s sea power 
in the far E ast) and A rticle 12 (fish­ 
ing rights on the Russian littoral) are 
disposed of. he will favor an adjourn­ 
m ent until Monday to hear the last 
word from St. Petersburg. 
The pessim ism today is based upon 
the fact that no progress was made 
yesterday. 
The exchange of views at 
the m orning session on A rticle 9 (re­ 
m uneration for the cost of the w ar) 
showed at once that the plenipotenti­ 
aries w ere as far apart as the poles, 
and it was passed over. 
A rticle 10 
(the surrender of the interned Russian 
w arships) was also passed, not be­ 
cause it could not have been arranged, 
but because, with the shadow of the 
two m ain' points in dispute hanging 
over the conference, both sides were 
cautions and preferred to postpone it 
to the end. 
A rticle 11 (lim itation of 
sea power) is also adjustable after 
modification, and A rticle 12 will pre­ 
sent n» difficulties. 
So that today the 
situation was practically w hat it was 
when Mr. W itte last Saturday pre­ 
sented th e Russian reply with its non 
possum us to A rticles 5 and 9 (ind’em- 
nity and Sakhalin). 
The only chance now is com prom ise 
—Russia to yield Sakhalin and Japan 
indem nity. 
N either will yield both, 
and perhaps Japan at the final show 
of hands will yield neither. 
Mr W itte 
under the im perial indications con­ 
tained in the instructions given him 
before 
he left 
St. 
Petersburg, can 
agree neither to pay w ar tribute nor 
cede a foot of R ussian soil. St. P eters­ 
burg. therefore, in the last resort re ­ 
m ains to be heard from. 
D oubtless 
this is the reason why he favors 
a 
postponem ent 
over 
Sunday. 
Baron 
Komura probably will welcome an ad­ 
journm ent of two days in order that 
he also may lay the situation before 
his governm ent for its final decision. 
A very im portant conference oc­ 
curred in Mr. W itte’s rooms shortly 
before m idnight last 
night. 
T here 
were present Baron Rosen, the other 
Russian plenipotentiary, and M essrs. 
Von M artens. General Yermaloff, Mr. 
Pokotiloff, Mr 
Shipoff and Captain 
Roussin. the five Russian delegates. 
It is the first tim e a full m eeting of 
plenipotentiaries 
and 
delegates 
has 
been held since the conference began. 
The prelim inary discussion of the Jap­ 
anese conditions is already virtually 
ended. 
It is not im probable that the 
final report and recom m endations of 
the 
Russian 
plenipotentiaries 
was 
passed upon and transm itted last night 
to the em peror at Peterhoff. 


POLITICAL DEATH 


Would Follow 
Russia’s Pay ment of 
Indemnity , Say s Von Marten*. 
Portsm outh, N. H., 
Aug. 18.— Mr, 
Von M artens, one of the R ussian del­ 
egates and recognized as one of the 
great authorities on international iaw, 
not only in Russia but throughout the 
world, in speaking about the principle 
of the war indem nity, said that there 
was no precedent in history w here a 
country whose territory was not ocea­ 


nic to Japan ia any form ,” continued 
the em inent Jurist, "it would be her 
political death. 
The powers would un­ 
derstand th at she accepted the propo­ 
sition of President Roosevelt not be­ 
cause she was desirous of an honora- 
• ble peace, but because her power had 
been annihilated and she recognized 
th at it was impossible for her to con­ 
tinue the war. It would mean a public 
confession th at Russia is at Ports­ 
m outh helplessly kneeling before Jap­ 
an, Im ploring peace and ready to ac­ 
cept any term s imposed. 
No one will 
seriously contend that the M uscovite 
em pire is in any such position.” 
W ith many interesting historical ex­ 
am ples, Mr. Von M artens proceeded to 
elaborate his thesis that no country 
had ever paid indem nity except when 
poweriess to confront the enem y on 
the field. 


TREATY OF PEACE 


Will Be Outcome of Conference, Say s 
London Diplomat. 
Ixindon. Aug. 18.—W hile pessim ism 
reigns suprem e in the reports from 
Portsm outh and the editorials appear­ 
ing In the new spapers, there exists in 
official circles in London 
a strong con­ 
viction that a treaty of peace will he 
the outcom e of the conference. 
It is 
declared that the B ritish governm ent, 
which has been kept inform ed of the 
progress of negotiations through Mr. 
H ayashl. is fairly hopeful that a last­ 
ing peace will he concluded. 
A diplom at said: 
“It is natural for 
both sides to assum e an unyielding at­ 
titude and to m aintain their respec­ 
tive positions to the point of breaking 
off negotiations. 
This has been the 
practice of plenipotentiaries at every 
peace conference. 
I do not believe 
that the plenipotentiaries in this case 
will leave Portsm outh w ithout signing 
a treaty . 
T heir responsibility for the 
continuance of this ghastly w ar is too 
serious. 
H onor in the contest has 
been won and lost already and a treaty 
with or w ithout sacrifice on points of 
differences will affect the prestige of 
neither. 
"Both th e R ussians and Japanese 
knew practically w hat term s could be 
arranged when it was agreed to m eet, 
and the R ussians were wTell aw^are that 
the Japanese would want Sakhalin and 
an indem nity. 
If the plenipotentiaries 
keep th eir tem pers I am of the opinion 
that they are not likely to split on any 
points before them .” 


A Significant Straw. 
P aris. Aug. 18.—Pessim istic advices 
em anating from otner capitals are re­ 
garded as unw arranted, especially in 
financial circles, where it Is the gen­ 
eral view th at the Portsm outh confer­ 
ence will he crowned with success. 
The rem arkable firm ness of Russian 
stocks and th eir tendency to rise in 
value show the depth of this feeling. 


TO ALTER THE TARIFF 


Reciprocalers Suggest 
a Solution of 
Perplex ing Problem. 
Chicago. Aug. lo.—The reciprocity 
conference called to devise m eans of 
bettering the trade relations between 
the United S tates and foreign coun­ 
tries finished the work for which the 
m eeting was called; arranged for a 
com m ittee to prosecute the plans of 
the convention, and formed a perm a­ 
nent organization styled the Am erican 
Reciprocal League. 
The com m ittee 
consists of fifteen m em bers, to be ap­ 
pointed by the chair and was given 
full power to organize and prom ote the 
work for which the convention assem ­ 
bled. 
T he resolutions adopted advocate a 
m aximum and minimum tariff as a 
m eans of relieving the situation with 
which this country is confronted, and 
suggested th a t such a reciprocal con­ 
cession be arranged by a perm anent 
tariff com m ission to be created by con­ 
gress and to be appointed by the pres­ 
ident.

MANY WERE DROWNED 


Death I,ist Not Complete as None 
o f Tltoae in First Coach Hare 
Been Accounted For. 


Terrible Fate Ov ertakes a Party of 
Negro Merry makers Near 
Norfolk. Va. 


Norfolk, Va., Aug. 18.—A half a hun­ 
dred negroes, occupying the first car 
of an A tlantic Coast Line excursion 
from K inston, N. C., to this city, were 
killed six miles from this city y ester­ 
day afternoon. 
The train, consisting 
of the engine and six coaches, plunged 
through an open draw of the bridge at 
Bruce station, the engine and one 
coach being com pletely subm erged in 
about tw elve feet of w ater and the sec­ 
ond coach partly subm erged. 
It is difficult at this tim e to estim ate 
the num ber of dead. 
It is believed 
that every person in the first car per­ 
ished, none having yet been accounted 
for. 
W ith the exception of the train 
crew and the prom oters of the excur­ 
sion. all aboard were colored. The en­ 
gineer, fireman and conductor escaped. 
The list of injured num bers nearly a 
hundred, though most of these are but 
slightly hurt. 
Among the victim s the 
only w hite ones were Edw ard Joliffe, 
m anager of the excursion, and Edward 
Forbes, who assisted him, both of 
Greenville. N. C. 
The train was running at the rate 
of fifteen or tw enty miles an hour as 
it approached the bridge. The specific 
orders of the road to stop all trains at 
the bridge w hether the draw is open 
or not. was apparently ignored or the 
engineer lost control of his airbrakes. 
The train 
plunged 
into the abyss. 
Both engineer and firem an discovered 
the open draw too late to stop the 
train. 
.They declare the airbrakes 
were applied but did not work prop­ 
erly. 
The scene following the wreck was 
one of indescribable horror, with the 
shrieking of men, women and children 
who were drowning, struggling out of 
the partly subm erged coach and float­ 
ing in the river. 
The passengers who 
were uninjured im m ediately started to 
rescue those im prisoned in the cars. 
Norfolk and Portsm outh were com m u­ 
nicated with and physicians were sent 
out on a w recking train. 
Many peo­ 
ple in the neighborhood went to the 
scene of the wreck and helped in the 
rescue. The injured were taken to the 
track em bankm ent and were attended 
there hv the physicians. 
The 
engine 
is 
com pletely 
sub­ 
merged, not even the sm okestack be­ 
ing visible. 
The car that was next to 
it is also subm erged com pletely and 
the dead can be gotten from it only 
by diving under tne car. 
The train 
consisted of six coaches. 
Four of 
these rem ained on the track. 
Those 
aboard these cars were only shaken 
slightly. 
The dam age to passengers 
was confined to the first two cars.

The object of the exam ination was 
especially for the purptwc of finding 
out where the buys received their cig­ 
arettes. 
The fact that the papers are 
sent into the state was a disappoint­ 
ment to some of the court officers, 
who wished to bring Ipto court the 
men who had given papers to the hoys. 
The hoys were all released by Judge 
Stubbs. 
“If I had a boy,” said Judge Stubbs, 
“I would rath er see him go into a 
saloon and take a drink than smoke 
a cigarette. 
Drink might kill him. but 
cigarettes would ruin his mind. 
I de­ 
sire to warn you boys against cigar 
ettes because business men are de­ 
ciding that they don’t want cigarette 
sm okers about them . They won’t hire 
boys, or men either, who sm oke cig­ 
arettes.” 
He then read a list of prom inent 
business houses that will not take cig­ 
arette sm okers into their employ. 
“ It is my belief,” said Clerk Joiner 
of the juvenile court, “that the nam es 
of the boys are sent to the tobacco 
company by dealers here. 
They prob­ 
ably get a list of nam es from some 
boy and then send it to the tolmeeo 
company.
